The features of the day’s business 
in the market for staples was the de­ 
cline of I cent on candled selects and 
ranch case-count eggs, the decline of I 
cent per pound on creamery 
extra 
butter and the advance of I cent on 
northern fresh cheese. 
Continued heavy receipts of eggs 
forced quotations on both 
candled 
and case-counts down until the mar­ 
ket has about struck bottom. 
It was 
asserted by heavy handlers of this 
commodity that prices will go no louv­ 
er unless receipts are heavier than at 
present. 
While this has been an un­ 
usual season and receipts are extra­ 
ordinarily heavy for this time of the 
year, dealers will probably store their 
stock. 
Last year the market went as 
low as 17 cents and ruled on an aver­ 
age of about 18 cents during the sea­ 
son of heavy production. 
Many of the 
retailers are buying directly from the 
producers. 
Receipts were 821 cases. 
W hile receipts of fine creamery ex­ 
tra butter were only moderate and 
the demand good the market on this 
grade declined another cent yester­ 
day. 
The decline was rather in sym­ 
pathy with both 
the 
eastern 
and 
northern markets. The San Francisco 
market was quoted at 34 cents and 
the Elgin market at 28 cents and firm 
at that figure.
